ING” FOR PETROLEUM.

On Aug. 38, 1859, twenty-five years ago, 


CoL Drake completed drilling on the fiats, 
near 
Titusville, Pa., 
the first oil well 


ever struck in the United States. 
It was, 


compared with some of the great wells after­ 
ward discovered, a “small affair,” pumping 
only twenty-five barrels of oil a day, but it 
was sufficient to cause an influx of adventur­ 
ers from all parts of the globe, rivaling any­ 
thing known in the gold excitement of ’49. 
Thousands of wells were soon put down 
along the banks of O il creek, and every day 
brought forth some new phenomenon in the 
new industry. 
Among other things it was 


discovered that one well sunk within a few 
feet of another already producing was not 
certain to get oiL 
Often one dry hole was 


drilled in the space between two flowing 
wells. 
This fact and 
others gave 
rise 


to the “crevice theory,” which, turned into 
common 
English, 
means that 
the 
oil 


is not always held, as water is, in a sponge, 
in all the rocks in which it is found, but 
runs through the rock in seams or veins. 
These veins of oil wind through the strata of 
sandstone by thousands, and in zigzag, tor­ 
tuous courses. 
Now’, although these veins 


are very olose together, it is possible that 
the d rill can enter the rock and pass through 
it without touching or breaking one of them, 
and hence the well is dry. 
It occurred to 


several men independently and about the 
same time that were a torpedo lowered into 
the well-hole and exploded at the bottom it 
would shatter the rock and open the fissures 
to the oil veins. 
Of the several men who 


had the idea only fone carried it to prac­ 
tical results. 
In 1865 CoL E. A. L. Roberts, 


of the A rm y of the Potomac, now deceased, 
visited Titusville with six torpedoes w’hich 
he had constructed in the fall of the pre­ 
vious year. 


People looked upon the invention rather 
oddly at first, and it was not until Ju ly 2 1, 
I 8 60, that he w’as allowed to put two of his 
torpedoes in the Ladies’ well on the Watson 
flats to tho east of the city. 
The well had 
bean pumping oil, but after it had been tor­ 
pedoed it commenced flowing. People began 
to think that there might be something in 
this torpedo after all, and in December, 1866, 
one was lowered into the Wood in well on 
the Blood farm and exploded. 
The well had 


never produce i a drop of oil, but it now 
commenced yielding from eight to forty 
barrels a day. 
One month later another 


torpedo was ujed, and the production of the 
well increased to eighty barrels. 
This as­ 
sured the success of the torpedo tor purposes 
other than destroying ships by blowing 
them up. 
A fter the result at the Woodin well the 


torpedo came into (general use throughout 
the oil region. 
A company was formed with 


a capital of £1 0 0 ,0 0 0 to work the patent, and 
a torpedo factory was erected in Titusville. 
The effect of torpedoes upon the production 
of the oil regions was marvelous. 
A t the 


time the Woodin well was shot 11866) the 
production of oil was declining rapidly, and 
alarmists were predicting a speedy collapse 
of the petroleum industry. 
W ith the intro­ 
duction of the torpedo the condition of 
affairs rapidly changed. 
In the summer of 
1867 tho output of tho wells on Oil creek was 
increased m auy thousands of barrels. 
In 
1-60 the total production was 3,697,537 
bar­ 


rels. 
W ells that had never produced a 
drop of oil were torpedoed and caused to 
flow; wells of small production were con­ 
verted into “gushers,” and old wells nearly 
exhausted were revivified and in their sec- 
uud lease of life did more thau ever before. 
But the groat part played by the torpedo 
in the oil business did not really begin until 
the opening of the Bradford field in in 1875. 
The sand in this field is blackish and and 
yields its oil reluctantly. 
Tho district, how­ 
ever, is of great extent, and contains thou­ 
san d s of wells that have been steadily pro­ 
d u cin g 
for years. 
Had it not been for the 
Brad fo rd field the immense stock of oil 
above g ro u n d , 
now amounting to 38,000,000 
barrels (of 
forty-two 
gallons 
each), 
wo u ld not 
be. 
It 
is 
safo 
to 
say 
that 
fully 
one-half of 
the 
production 
of this fiell is directly due to torpedoes. 
Th ere are t o lay nearly 30 ,0 0 0 producing 
veils in the oil regions, and there are thous- 
an Is of exhausted wells abandoned, an 1 
th eir d errick s slowly rotting. It is estimated 
th at on tho average three torpe loos have 
been p u t in every well drilled. 
Man y wells 
are torpedoed pretty nearly every month 
f r tao purpose of cleaning aw ay the par- 
afiiae in the hole, opening fresh fissures in 
th e ru ck , an 1 thus m aintaining tho p ro d u c­ 
tio n "f the w li. 
Tho Medoc well, 
on t lie 
McGuire farm, 111 the Church ltun d istrict, 
n ear Titusville, was torpedoed twenty-four 
times. 
Toe first 
torpxioos were com paratively 
inoffensive wb-n compared with those now 
in U't*. 
The t- rjjedoes with 
which CoL 
Roberts mad *» his first experiments in the 
Ladie-’ well and tho Woodin well wero small 
cylindrical tin tubes, from four to six inches 
in diameter, and holding a few pounds of 
"unpuwder. 
These were lowered into the 
well-hole, covered with water so as to pre­ 
vent the force of tho explosion from acting 
upward, 
and 
wero fired 
by means of a 
weight dropped upon a fulm inating cap 
fixed at the top of the torpedo. 
L ite r on 
nitro glycerine was substituted for gun­ 
powder, 
aud the charge of explosive in- 
crea.- *<i until now torpedoes containing as 
much as 33 ) pounds of the nitro-glyeeriue 
ar* not uncommon. 
A few days ogo -uch a 
charge 
was used at the Markham well iu 
Thorn creek, and the explosion was felt for 
seventy-five yards on the surface around 
the well-hole. 
The torpedo was down 
1,000 
feet in the earth. 
Thousands of pounds of 
nitro-glyoerine are daily need in the oil 
wells; 
indeed, 
nitro-glycerine 
was 
first 
brought into commercial use in the oil re> 
gioaa

A Novel Scheme In Jo u rn alism .

A novel and comprehensive scheme, which 


it is understood proposes to bring under one 
practical working management three daily 
newspapers of this city of different politics 
and purposes, and the execution of which is 
said to be assured, is the prevailing sensa­ 
tion just now. 
The three journals referred 


to are the morning Post, Democratic; the 
morning Republican, Repuclican, and The 
Evening C ritic, free lance. 
The Post and 


Republican have for some time been issued 
side by side from the same building, but 
each journal having its own complete edi­ 
torial, re porto rial, and working force and 
machinery and separate counting-room. 
The plan is understood to be to move The 


Evening Critic establishment into the same 
building with its morning brothers, that 
each establishment shall have its sepa­ 
rate counting-room and its own force of 
special editorial and political writers as 
heretofore, and as far as desirable its own 
compositors, but that the three shall have 
practically a joint répertoriai force, and 
where it can be effected joint arrangements 
for all otber departments. The printing of 
the three papers will be entirely of a joint 
character, done on the same press and done 
by the same set of hands. A cylindar press, 
which belongs to The Poet» is the machine 
which has been selected to serve all the con­ 
tracting partie« to this alliance, offensive 
and defensive, and it is eo constructed that 
the two morning papers can be printed at 
the same time. 
Thus with each révolution of the cylinders 


there w ill be turned oat on one side The Re­ 
publican sheets, filled with the criticism s of 
tho administration, and attacks on the Dem­ 
ocratic party, while on the other side wifi 
fall, with equal speed, the sheets of The 
Post, sounding the praise of the administra­ 
tion, and contrasting the virtues of the 
Dem ocra tic with the blemishes of the Re­ 
publican party. 
A few hours later the same 


automaton w ill give impress to The Critic, 
which is as likely as not to breathe emphatic 
dissent upon the utterances of its morning 
contemporaries.

City Council. 
There were present last night at the 
council meeting the mayor and six alder­ 
men, Morgan aad Atkins being absent. 
A report from the fire department of 
the recent test of the Water Works, or­ 
dered by the city council, was read. The 
committee reported, in substance, that 
the trial was v ery unsatisfactory; that 
many of the streams were not thrown to 
exceed ten or twelv e feet from the nozzle, 
and that many of the councilman who ac. 
companied the firemen, left in disgust be­ 
fore the trial was finished. 
They also 
reported that in many places v isited there 
was no water in the hydrants. 
The cost 
to the city for this v ery unsatisfactory 
trial was $29 .50. 
The Fire and Water 
Committee reported, in substance, the 
same as did the firemen 
Bills against the city were presented 
and, on motion, were ordered paid; when 
there should be sufficient money in the 
treasury. 
The amount was about $700. 
A motion made to put water in the fire 
building was carried. 
A motion was also 
carried to conduct by pipes water into 
the cemetery for the purpose of irrigating 
plants. 
A motion was carried to pay oyer to 
Keeper & Riddell, as payments on the 
new bridge, all the money collected on 
saloon licenses. 
An ordinance was offered placing a li­ 
cense on hack driv ers and hotel porters. 
A motion made to employ men in the 
v arious wards to cut down obnoxious 
weeds was carried. 
Alderman Becker offered a resolution 
that the City Clerk notify the Water Com 
pany to fix the streets which they had 
left in poor condition, and to commence 
within ten days or the city would do it 
and charge to Water Company. 
On motion the side walk committee 
was instructed to repair and rebuild such 
side walks as were in a dangerous condi­ 
tion. 
All present v oted for this motion 
with the exception of alderman Dodge; 
he was of the opinion that the expense 
would not cease until about one-third of 
all the walks in Dixon were rebuilt. 
Mr. 
Dodge called for a div ision of the house, 
but the result was the same as on origi­ 
nal v ote. 
The firemen asked for the use of First 
street to run on Fourth of J uly. The re­ 
quest was not fav ored by the council and 
Alderman Dodge thought that if the mat­ 
ter was properly explained to the boys 
they would not insist on the use of the 
aforesaid street.
